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Inpians SreĘaL Four Tons or BARLEY AND 
1,000 Las. or Corx.—At Walnut Grove, 25 
miles south-west from Prescott, on the mght 
of Wednesday, the 11th instant, a large party 
of Indians made a raid upon the house for- 
merly occupied by Mr. Joseph Ingraham, 
broke open the door and carried away there- 
from about four tons of barley stored therein. 
They also called at the ranch of Pete Smith 
and gobbled up about 1,000 pounds of shelled 
corn belonging to Mr. Jobn Wall. Jack 
Shanks and Mr. Burger, from whom we learn 
these facts, arrived in Prescott on Thursday 
evening. They tracked the Indians next day 
after the night upon which the stealing oc- 
curred, and say the Indians came from tow- 
ards Weaver and went back in the same di- 
rection. Large and small tracks were visible 
in their trail, and it is supposed that Lo had 
his family along. Had we what corn Indians 
have stolen this fall from the ranchmen at 
Walnut Grove, Kirkland and Skull valleys, 
the Rio Verde, Agua Frio, and the ranches 
smroundmg Prescott, we could sell it for 
money cnough to buy an mterestin the Phil- 
adelphia Leger. Wow long, O, Lord, 1s this 
state of things going to last.

Usrortunate Arrarn--Man Snot. 


From Sheriff Moore, who bas just arnved 
in Prescott from Wickenburg, we learn that, 
on last Saturday evening, L. A. Stevenson, 
of Waln it Grove, after being shot at once by 
James Wright, returned the fire, hitting Mr 
Wretht in the mght breast with a bullet fired 
out of a ax shooter. The bullet followed the 
breast bone and ribs, and Lodged in Wright's 
left side. When Sheriff Moore left Wicken- 
bury, Wreght was alive, but little hopes were 
entertamed that he would get overit There 
being no Justice of the Peace in Wu kenburg, 
at the request of Sherif Moore, the witnesses 
were examined before Governor McCormick, 
who attests that the waitne-ses were duly 
sworn and the procecdings condacted in legal 
form. Most of the witnesses testified that 
Wright fired the first shot. A jury was em- 
pineled to determine the case, and returned 
the following finding.

The San Fancisco Mining and Scientific 
Press gives the following, as the conclusion 
of the chlorination process on sulphurets, de- 
scribed and illustrated in detail, in Kustel’s 
new work on Concentration and Chlorina- 
| tion, now in press, and shortly tu appear: 

1 “Sulphurets, or ores containing sulpburets 
| cannot be treated either with chlorine or with 
chloruretted water without roasting, no mat- 
ter how fine the ore may be reduced. Besides 
| the great quantity of chlorine which would 
ı be consumed, in either way, by the decom- 
position of sulphurets, there will always be 
| formed ‘some chloride and sulphate of iron, 
both of which precip tate the chloride of gol |, 
if such should be formed, and would prevent 
| its extraction. If there is silver present, it 
fis converted into a chloride, and this is al-o 
| the ease with the copper; but the salphur 
i must be driven out before the chlorination, 
| The chloride of copper is soluble in Water, 
| and can be ierched together with the gold; 
but the chloride of silver remains undissolved 
lin the residue; it is, however, soluble in a 
| saturated solution of common salt. If, there- 
fore, chlorine i~ conducted through a salt s3- 
‘lation, to saturation, this saturated solution 
| dissolves gold, silver and copper at the same 
time. if the ore, containing such metals is 
| treated therewith. On this principle Patera 
| 


and Roeszner subject aunferous silver orcs 
first to a chloridizing roasting; the roasted 
ore is then charged into tubs with false bot- 
Í toms, and the cold solution of salt and chlor- 
‘ane added. Silver ore fiom = Arany-Idka, 
'(iTurgary), treated after this method, gave 
l OR 04 per cent. of silver, all the copper, and 
‘nearly all the gold. An expermment on five 
ı tons of ore gave a clear profit of seventy-five 
j Horins, compared with the amalgamation. 
Roeszner roasts the ore with salt, extracts 
apart of the silver by Augustins method, 
with a hot solution of salt, and triats the 
residue alternately with a solution of salt and 
Clilotine, and hot concentrated solution of 
isalt for the extraction of gold, and the re- 
‘mainder of the silver. 
' It is not abaolu‘e'y necessary to roast the 
ore with salt, especially if the copper is not 


of silver, amounting at least to one-half of 
the volume of the lxivium, diluting it thus 
tov much for the copper precipitation. 
Sulphuretted hydrogen, or poly-sulphide 
of'sodium, precipitates silver and copper to- 
gether, as sulphides; it is, therefore, the most 
| proper way to precipitate the gold and silver 
in metallic condition, by metallic copper, and 
then Leth the dissolved precipitating copper 
and that from the ore, by means of old iron. 
Tt seems that if the lixivium should not be 
rich enough fur precipitation, the same could 
| be saturated again with chlorine and applied 
to another charge of roasted ore. That might 


be, perhaps, repeated even after the gold and 
silver has been precipitated once or twice, 
thus considerably diminishing “the expenses 
of extracting. It is only necessary to keep 
the solution always saturated with salt before 
the chlorine is introduced. In order to util- 
ize the chlorine (generated according to Sec. 
58) to the best advantage, the salt solution 
must be divided into many chloridizing ves- 
sels, so that the chlorine is forced to pass 
several times through the fluid.”

This mode of extraction, roasting the silver 
ores With salt, is very important, on account 
of the close percentage which is obtained, and 
also fur the reason that the copper can be 
precipitated in metallic condition by itself at 
the same time. 

The precipitation of the metals, in the so- 
lution, after leaching, can be effected in dif- 
ferent ways. A dilution of the salt leach, 
with water, produces a white precipitate of 
chloride of silver. It takes about twelve 
hours for all the silver to settle, and the fluid 
to become clear, ready for precipitation’ of 
gold by sulphate of iron. After this, the 
! fluid, when clear, is conveyed into tanks con- 
| taining pieces of old wrought iron, for the 
purpose of precip vating the copper. ‘This is 
the cheapest way of precipitation; but the 
farther reduction of the chloride of silver, by 
means of zine and sulphuric acid, is trouble- 
some, and it might be preferable to amalgam- 
ate the chloride with sodium amalgam and 
iron filings, which, accurding to Professor

WasHINGTON, December 3. 

Fellow citizens of the Senate and House 
of Representatiycs:— The continued na m 
ization of the Union, to which the Presiden 
has so often called the attention of Congress, 
is yet a subject of profound and pati sob co 
cern. We may however find some relie sa 
that anxicty in the reflection that the painful 
pohtical situation, although before untried Ds 
ourselves, is not new m the experience of ue 
tions. Political science 15, perhaps, as highly 
perfected in our own time and country as 1n 
any other, but it has not yet disclosed any 
means by which civil wars can be absolutely 
prevented. An enlightened nation, howescr, 
with a wise and beneficient constitution nud 
fre government, may dainmish their frequen- 
cy and mitigate their severity, by dirveting 
wlLits proceedings in accordance with its fun- 
damental laws Whena civil war has been 
brought to a close, it is mauifestly the first 
interest and duty of the States to reput the 
injuries which the war has inflieted, and se- 
eure the benefits of the lessons itt aches as 
fully aud speedily as posable. This duty 
was upou the termination of the eee 
prompti} accepted, not omy by the Execu- 
tive Department, but by the insurrectionary 
States themselves, and restoration in the Hist 
moment of peace, was believed to be as coy 
and certain as it was indispensible. The «x- 
pectations, however, then se reasopabls and 
confidently entertained were disapported by 
legslition from which I felt constrained, by 
my obli anon to the Constitution, to with-

THE COST OF THE PRESENT PLAN. 

„I would not put considerations of money 
in competition with justice and right, but 
the expenses incident to reconstruction under 
the system adopted by Congress, will aggra- 
vate what I egard a the intrinsic wrong of 
the measure itself, It has cost uncounted 
millions already, and if persisted in, it will 
add largely to the list of taxation, already 
too oppressive to be borne without just com- 
plant, and may finally reduce the treasury of 
the nation to a condition of bankruptcy. We 
must not delude ourselves. Jt will require a 
strung standing ariny, and probably more 
than two hundicd millions of dollars per an- 
num, to maimtain the supremacy of the negro 
governments when they are established. The 
sum thus thrown away would, if properly 
used form a sinking fund large enough to pay 
the whole national debt in Jess than fifteen 
yeas It 15 in vain to hope that negroes will 
maintain their ascendancy themsclyes, with- 
out military power; they are wholly incapable 
of holding in subjugation the white people of 
the South. I subimt to the judgment of 
Congre~+, whether the public credit may not 
be injunousay aficcted by a system of meas- 
ures hke this. With our debt and the vast 
private snterests which are complicated with 
it, We Cannot be tov cautious of a policy 
which night by possibihity imper the confi- 
dence of the world in our Government ‘That 
confidence can only be retamed by carcfully 
inculeating the prinmples of justice aud bonor 
on the popular mund, and by the most seru- 
pulous fidelity to all our engagements of every 
sort.

Tow far the duty of the President 
to preserve, protect, and defend the Constitu- 
tion requires him to go in opposing unconsti- 
tutional acts of Congress, is avery serious 
and important question, on which I have de- 
hberated much, and feel extremely anxious 
to reach a proper conclusion. Where an act 
has been passed according to the forms of the 
Constitution, by the supreme legislative au- 
thority, and regulaily enrolled among the 
public statutes of the country, Executive re- 
sistance to it especially in times of high paty 
excitement, would be likely to produce a 310- 
lent collision between the respective adhe- 
rents of the two branches of the Government 
This would be simple civil war, and civil war 
must be resorted to only as the last remedy 
for the worst of evils. Whatever might tend 
to provoke it should be most carefully avoided. 
A faithful and conscientious magisthate will 
concede very much to honest error, and some- 
thing even to perverse malice, before he will 
endanger the public peace; and he will not 
adopt forcible measures, or such as might lead 
to force, as long as those which are peaceable 
remain open to him or to his constituents. It 
is true that cases may occur in which the 
Executive would be compelled to stand on its 
nghts, and maintain them regardless of all 
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[t cannot have es- | 


the Constitution, but will certainly, if carried 
out, produce immediate and irreparable in- 
jury to the organic structure of the Govern- 
ment, and if there be neither judicial remedy 
for the wrongs it inflicts nor power in the 
people to protect thémselves without the offi- 
cial aid of their elected defender; 1f, for in- 
stance, the legislative department should pass 
an act, even through all the forms of law, to 
abolish a co-ordinate department of the Gov- 
ernment, in such a case the President must 
take the high responsibilities of his office and 
saye the hfe of the nation at all hazards. The 
so-called reconstruction acts, though as plainly 
unconstitutional as any that can be imagined, 
were not believed to be within the class last 
mentioned. The people were not wholly dis- 
armed of the power of self defense in all the 
Northern States ; they still held in their hands 
the sacred right of the ballot, and it was safe 
to believe that in due time they would come 
to the escue of their own institutions. It 
gives me plcasure to add that the appeal to 
our common constituents was not taken in 
vain, and that my confidence in their wisdom 
and virtue seems not to have been misplaced. 
THE TENURE OF OFFICE LAW. 


It is well and publicly known that enor- 
mous frauds have been perpetrated on the 
treasury, and colossal fortunes have been 
made at the public expense. This species of 
corruption has increased, ıs increasing, and, 
if not diminished, will so on bring us into to- 
tal ruin and disgrace. The public creditors 
and taspayers are alike interested in an honest 
,administration of the finances, and neither 
‘class will long endure the high handed rob- 
| baies of the recent pa-t. For this disfredi- 
| table state of things there are seycral causes. 
| Some of the taxes are so lud as to present 

an iriesistible temptation to evade payment. 
The great sums which officers may win by 
l connivance at fraud, ercate a pressure which 
1s more than the virtue of many can with- 
stand, and there can be no doubt that the 
open d-tegard of constitutional obligations 
asowcd by some of the highest and most in- 
| Runta] men m the country, has greatly 
‘weaken d the moral scnse of those who serve 
tin subordinate places The expenses of the 
| Linted states, meludmg interest on the pub- 
lie debu, are more than aix times as much as 
ithiy wue seven years avo. To collect and 
disburse this vast amount requires careful 
supervision as well a» systematic vigilance. 
This system, never pertectcd, was much dis- 
organized by the Tenure of Oftice Bill, which 
lif. almost entirely destroyed offr 1al account- 
uty. The Presdint may be thoroughly 
peorsanced that an officer may be incapable, 
disi ovest, or unfaithful to the Constitution, 
but under toe law which T have named the

| the President await the commission of an 
actual misdemeanor 1m office? Shall he in 
| the meantime risk the character,and interest 
i of the nation in the hands of men to whom 
he cannot give his confidence? Must he for- 
bear the complaint until the mischief is done 
and cannot be prevented? If his zeal in the 
public service should compel him to antici- 
pate the overt act, must he move at the point 
of being tried himself for the offense of slan- 
dering his subordinate? In the present cir- 
cumstances of the country, some one must be 
held 1esponsible for official delinquency of 
every kind. It is extremely difficult to say 
where that responsibility should be thrown, 
if ıt be not left where it has been placed by 
the Constitution. But all just men will ad- 
‘mit that the President ought to be entirely 
relieved from such responsibilty, if he cannot 
meet it, by reason of restrictions placed by 
law upon his action. The unrestricted power 
| of removal from office is a very great one to 
| be trusted even to a magistrate chosen by the 
| general suffrage of the whole people, and ac- 
countable directly to them for his acts. It is 
undoubtedly liable to abuse, and at some pe- 
siod of our history, perhaps, has been abused. 
If it be thought desirable and constitutional 
that it should be so treated as to make the 
President merely a common informer against 
other public agents, he should at least be 
permitted to act in that capacity before some 
open tribunal, independent of party politics, 
| ready to investigate the merits of every case, 
| furnished with the means of taking evidence,

the accuser when he acts in good faith, and 
at the same time secure thé rights of the 
other party. I speak, of course, with all 
proper respect, for the present Senate; but 
it does not seem to me that any legislative 
body can be so constituted as to insure its 
fitness for these functions. It is not the 
theory of this Government that public offices 
are the property of those who hold them ; 
they are given merely as a trust for the pub- 
lic benefit—-sometimes for a fixed period, 
sometimes during good behavior, but gene- 
rally they are liable to be terminated at the 
pleasure of the appointing power, which rep- 
resents the collective majority and epeaks the 
will of the people. The forced retention in 
office of a single dishonest person may work 
great injury to public interests, The danger 
to the public service comes not from the 
power to remove, but from the power to ap- 
point; therefore it was that the framers of 
the Constitution left the power of removal 
unrestricted, while they gave the Senate a 
right to reject all appointments which in its 
opinion were not fit to be made. A little re- 
flection on this subject will probably satisfy 
all who have the good òf the country at Leart 
that our best course is to take the Constitu- 
tion for our guide, walk in the path marked 
out by the founders of the Republic, and 
obey the rules made sacred by the observance 
of our great predecessors. i
